It
I's held pursuant to the provisions of Title 16 of
t he Connecticut General Statutes and of the
Uni form Adm ni strative Procedure Act upon an
application from Honel and Towers, LLC and New
C ngul ar Wreless PCS, LLC doing business as AT&T
for a Certificate of Environnmental Conpatibility
and Public Need for the construction and operation
of a telecommunications facility |ocated at one of
two sites: 38 Bald H Il Road or 93 Richards Road,
both in Kent, Connecticut. This application was
recei ved by the Council on February 28, 2020.

A verbatimtranscript will be nade of
this hearing, posted on the Council's Docket No.
488 web site, and deposited with the Kent Town
Clerk's office for the conveni ence of the public.

As nentioned, we will proceed in
accordance with the prepared agenda, a copy of
whi ch is available on the Council's Docket No. 488
web page. Interested persons may join any session
of this hearing to listen, but no public comments

Wi Il be received during this hearing. Please be

advi sed al so that any person nmay be renoved from
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this renote evidentiary hearing at the discretion
of the Council.

"Il also note that the Council wl|
take a 10 to 15 m nute break sonmewhere around 3: 30
p.m at a convenient juncture.

There are a nunber of notions that we
have before the Council that will be addressed at
this tine.

Item No. 1 on notions: On July 28,
2020, Bald Hi Il Road Nei ghbors submtted an
obj ection to protective order and nondi scl osure
agreenent and notion to inplead a necessary and
I ndi spensabl e party. And Attorney Bachman nay
Wi sh to comment.

M5. BACHVAN. Thank you, M. Silvestri.
On July 28th Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors submtted a
second objection to the protective order, arguing
that party representatives are precluded from
di sclosing the contents of the full phase 1-A to
their clients and a notion to i nplead a necessary
party, requesting the record owner of proposed
Site A be brought into the proceeding.

On August 6th the applicants submtted

a response in opposition to the objection and the

notion on the basis that the objection is
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duplicative and the notion is inproper.

On August 10th Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors
submtted a response to the applicants' response
reiterating its argunents.

During the hearing on July 23rd over
the first objection of Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors,
the Council granted the applicants' notion for
protective order for the full phase 1 at Site A,
and schedul ed a cl osed evidentiary proceedi ng on
the full phase 1 at 2 p.m on Septenber 3, 2020,
With participation [imted to parties and
I ntervenors who signed the nondi scl osure
agr eement .

Wth regard to the objection, the
protective order specifically allows parties and
I ntervenors access to the protected phase 1 upon
execution of the nondisclosure agreenent.
Contrary to the Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors'
argunent, access to the phase 1 is not limted to
party and intervenor representatives and expert
W tnesses. The term"party" is partially defined
under the Uniform Adm ni strative Procedure Act as
each person adnitted as a party in an agency
pr oceedi ng.

On March 20 the representatives of Bald
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Hi 11 Road Nei ghbors requested the Council, quote,
designate Peter Fitzpatrick, Al exandra D Pentim
and Mel ani e Qugh each as parties to this
proceeding. On April 2nd the representatives of
Bald Hi Il Road Nei ghbors requested the Council,
guot e, designate Matthew and Bonnie Harris each as
parties to this proceeding and add themto the
Bald H Il Road Nei ghbor group.

Al'l of these requests were granted.

All the Bald H Il Road Nei ghbor nenbers are
parties to the proceedi ng, and any nenber of the
Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors, as well as any nenber of
a party or intervenor to the proceedi ng, may
access the protected phase 1 upon the execution of
t he nondi scl osure agreenent.

Wth regard to the notion to inplead a
necessary party, the Site A property owner of
record is not a necessary party to this
proceeding. The term"party" is also defined
under the Uniform Adm nistrative Procedure Act as
each person who is required by law to be a party,
such as the applicant. The property owner of
record is not required by law to be a party, nor

I's the property owner of record adnmtted as a

party to this proceedi ng.
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In conpliance with the Council's My 26
order, the applicants will have a w tness
avai |l abl e for cross-exam nation on the protected
phase 1 during the Septenber 3rd cl osed
proceedi ng. Therefore, staff recommends Bald Hill
Road Nei ghbors' objection be overruled, and Bald
Hi I | Road Nei ghbors' notion be deni ed.

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Hi 11 Road Nei ghbors, have access to the protected
phase 1 upon signing the nondi scl osure agreenent.

Despite the Council's response on July
31st, Bald Hi Il Road Nei ghbors submtted a notion
to anend the nondi scl osure agreenent to include
t he i ndividual nenbers of the Bald Hi Il Road
Nei ghbors. Again, the term"party" is partially
defi ned under the Uniform Adm ni strative Procedure
Act as each person admtted as a party in an
agency proceedi ng.

On March 20 the representatives of Bald
Hi 11 Road Nei ghbors requested the Council
designate Fitzpatrick, D Pentinma and Qugh each as
parties to this proceeding. On April 2nd the
representatives of Bald Hi Il Road Nei ghbors
requested the Council designate Matthew and Bonni e
Harris each as parties to this proceedi ng and add
themto the Bald Hi |l Road Nei ghbors group.

Al'l the requests were granted. All the
Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors are parties to the
proceedi ng. And any nenber of the Bald H Il Road
Nei ghbors, as well as any nenber of a party or
I ntervenor to the proceedi ng, nmay access the

protected phase 1 upon execution of the

nondi scl osure agreenent.
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Bald H ||l Road Nei ghbors' attenpts to
differentiate the protective order issued by the
Council in the case of Fairw nd versus Connecti cut
Siting Council on the basis that protected
materials in that case were exenpt from di scl osure
under a different subparagraph of the Freedom of
| nformation Act, first citing to a court appeal of
a Council decision where protective orders were at
| ssue, forecloses the Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors'
argunent that the protected materials cannot be
di sclosed in a court appeal. Second, that
protected materials in this case and in the
Fai rwi nd case are equally exenpt fromthe Freedom
of Information Act despite exenption from
di scl osure under different subparagraphs of the
Freedom of Information Act. The Fairw nd
attorneys failed to informtheir wtnesses and
clients that they could access the protected
mat eri al s upon signing a nondi scl osure agreenent.
The Suprene Court upheld the Council's protective
or ders.

It should al so be noted that Bald H I
Road Nei ghbors specifically requested the
subm ssion of the full phase 1-A for Site A

t herefore, staff recomends the notion to anmend
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t he nondi scl osure agreenent be deni ed.

site, and the firstnet.comweb site is powered by
AT&T.

| f you go to several of the |inks that
wer e provided under the Connecticut State Division
of Emergency Managenent and Honel and Security,
you'll conme up to a web -- an AT&T gap reporting
tool which is a blank Excel web sheet that coul d,
subject to the terns of use of the web sites, they
can be updated w thout any know edge or any notice
to anybody. So the docunents and all the content
can be changed wi thout any notice or at the whim
of essentially AT&T in this instance because the
FirstNet web site is powered by AT&T, as discl osed
in their ternms of use. So those shoul d not
necessarily be judicially cogni zable facts such as
a decision or an order to the Council or under

Section E where it's a technical or scientific

fact wwthin the Council's specialized know edge.
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MR. SILVESTRI: Let ne try to clarify
before Attorney Bachman m ght wish to comment in
addition. Attorney, if | understand correctly,
your objection is kind of based on the, how shall
we say, the non-privacy of that particular web
site or link that sonmebody coul d possibly post
data at a whim not necessarily cross-checked by
anybody that would be in FirstNet or any other
type of operation. |Is that kind of where you're
com ng fronf

MR. ROSEMARK: No, sir. [|'m saying
that the follow ng content is provided by and
operated and nmai ntai ned by AT&T, which is a party.
| f you | ook through the |inks of the data, the
content itself, the firstnet.comweb site is
power ed and operated and mai ntai ned by AT&T. So
while it starts off as a governnent link in the
first instance, when you click the Iink and then
you | ook at the terns of use of that particul ar
web site, it discloses in the first instance that
this is powered by AT&T. So the content is
basically predi cated on AT&T, not necessarily a
governnent entity. The content itself can be
changed by AT&T wi t hout providing any notice or

di scl osur e.
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In fact, AT&T, as through the FirstNet
web site terns of use, specifically and expressly
states they don't warrant -- the infornmation,
graphi c depictions, product or service
descri ptions or other content of the portal and
whet her it's accurate, conplete, reliable,
updat ed, current or error free, despite the best
efforts, it is possible that FirstNet service or
product description offered on the portal nmay be
| naccurate or the product or service description
may contain an inaccuracy. In the event AT&T
determ nes that a FirstNet product or service
contains an inaccurate description, AT&T reserves
the right to take any action it deens reasonabl e
and necessary in its sole discretion to rectify
the error. AT&T may make inprovenents or changes
to any of its content, information, products,
services or prograns described on the portal at
any time wthout notice. And then it goes on --

exam ne a | ower height, and you cane up with the
131 feet and provided a bunch of information as to
coverage | oss conpared to 150 feet. The only
guestion | have is, do you have a plot avail able
to go along with the statistical data?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Martin Lavin,
C-Squared. W can provide a plot, yes.

MR. MERCIER: Do you have one with you
now j ust out of curiosity?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): | do not.

MR MERCIER: (kay. Thank you. | just
have one ot her question regarding the FirstNet
technology. Now, is this technol ogy carried by
AT&T's antennas, or is there any separate
equi pnent that's required to be nounted on the
tower in order to provide it?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Yes, it's
Integrated with the -- it's provided over the sane
4G LTE equi pnment at the base station that provides
AT&T's commercial service. There is no extra
equi pment for FirstNet.

MR. MERCI ER: Thank you. | have no

ot her questions at this tine.
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MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Mercier.
|"d like to continue with cross-exam nation by M.
Mori ssette.

MR MORI SSETTE: Thank you, M.
Silvestri. Just a couple of questions. M first
has to do with the suppl enental subm ssion
relating to the energency backup generator. Now,
AT&T sel ected a 15 kW generator from Pol ar Power.
|s that a snaller generator than was originally
proposed?

THE WTNESS (Burns): | believe it
was -- Bob Burns, APT. | believe it was the sane
size. They're just going with a propane generator
at this point.

MR, MORI SSETTE: Ckay. So that's the
di fference, the fuel ?

THE W TNESS (Burns): Yes. And a
propane generator is slightly quieter than a
di esel generator.

MR MORI SSETTE: Ckay. So the July
16t h energency backup generator sound assessnent
was based on gas?

THE WTNESS (Burns): No, it was based
on propane.

MR. MORI SSETTE: That was based on
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propane as well, okay.

THE W TNESS (Burns): Yes, sir.

MR MORI SSETTE: Very good. Ckay. |Is
there anything else in the plot plans that have
changed?

THE W TNESS (Burns): No, we provided
propane for AT&T, and we provided an extra pad for
the town's future generator so they could put
propane in as well -- not a pad but a | ocation.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Geat. GCkay. Thank
you. M/ next questions are for Col onel Stebbins
relating to FirstNet. Gven the stormthat we
j ust experienced, do you have any feedback for us
as far as any situations in the Kent area relating
to situations with 911 calls or |ack thereof for
ener genci es?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbins): Dan Stebbins.
| don't believe there are any stats that | have
regarding 911 calls. | can say that we had 21
calls for deployables in the State of Connecti cut
as a result of the storm and those were all
addressed. Kent had three of their own for either
out ages or power that we needed to reestablish to

continue to operate. Beyond that, | don't have

anyt hi ng specific.
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MR. MORI SSETTE: Ckay. So | know in
our area we had cell service that was unavail abl e
for probably six hours. |In those type of
situations, Col onel Stebbins, do you know if
First Net woul d have been down as well? So if you
conpletely lose cell service, do you also | ose
FirstNet?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): That's
correct, if you conpletely | ose service, nmeaning
generating power or electrical power, they both
need to have power to operate. So if you are

wi t hout power of sone sort, the systens do go

down.
MR. MORI SSETTE: Ckay. Thank you.
This next question, | don't believe it's for you,
| think it's for M. Lavin, but I'll ask it before
you swtch seats. | believe that was already

testified to is that FirstNet cannot be supported
utilizing small cell technology. Could soneone
confirmthat for ne?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Martin Lavin,
C-Squared. As a general rule, | believe every
AT&T site supports FirstNet, whether it's the

snall cell 1n a dense urban area or a rural cell

on a nmountaintop in western Connecticut. It's not
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a problemin this case of a snmall cell not being
able to deliver FirstNet. [It's a problemof the
footprint of the size of the coverage being
| nappropriate to a rural area.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Ckay. Thank you for
clarifying that for ne.

THE WTNESS (Lavin): And for backup

power as well. Small cells don't have backup
power. |If the power is lost, there's no battery,
no generator. |If comercial power is lost, they

go off the air.

MR MORISSETTE: So if the grid goes
down, the small cells are down?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Yes.

MR MORI SSETTE: Ckay. Thank you.
That's all the questions | have.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M.
Morissette. Before we nove on to M. Harder, |
needed to ask Col onel Stebbins one quick question.
Thank you. In your response to M. Morissette,
you nentioned the word "depl oyable." What does
t hat nean?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbi ns): Depl oyabl e can

be a generator that's deployed to the scene. It

can al so be a vehicle, a SAT COLT or what we call
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CONs, cell on wheels, trucks that could repl ace
the function of a tower to a certain degree.

MR SILVESTRI: So it would be response
to keep communi cations goi ng?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbins): Correct.

MR SILVESTRI: Ckay, very good. Thank
you. |'d like to nove on now to M. Harder.

M5. CHOCCHIO M. Vergati may have
sonme information with respect to the stormin the
Town of Kent in response to M. Morissette's
guesti on.

THE W TNESS (Vergati): Ray Vergati,
Honel and Towers. Last evening at approximately 9
o'clock | received an email from Al an Gawel who's
t he communi cations officer for the Town of Kent
Fire Departnent. W spoke for 20 m nutes or so,
and Al an had expressed to ne that during the storm
t hey experienced a nunber of hardshi ps.

Primarily, they had live wires down that caused
fires wwth tel ephone poles. The tel ephone poles
then came down into the street. He nentioned to
me that the fire departnent was severed conpletely
fromany 911 calls, and it was a huge issue for

public safety. So we discussed this, obviously,

and they really went through a tough tinme trying
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to get responders out to folks that needed it.

| just want to nmake one point of
clarification. The height of the tower originally
proposed was 154. | hear 150 sonetines being
menti oned by folks. The new -- not the new, but
RF has said they can live wwth a RAD center of
131, neaning a tower height of 135. | just want
to nmake sure everybody understands we're talking
about 154 foot proposed, potentially 135 foot now,
a reduction of 19 feet. Thank you.

MR MORISSETTE: M. Silvestri, if |
coul d ask sone foll ow up questions?

MR. SILVESTRI: M. Morissette, is that
you?

MR MORI SSETTE:  Yes.

MR SILVESTRI: Yes, please go ahead.
We'll go back to you before we go to M. Harder.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Geat. M. Vergati,
concerning the information you just provided, was
the reason why the fire departnent was unable to
connect or receive calls from911 is because the
area that was in distress was unable to
communi cate to the fire departnent, or the fire
departnent was unable to receive calls?

THE W TNESS (Burns): | would certainly
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agree with you, M. Hannon. And there are tines,
If the area that we are developing -- and |I' m not
tal ki ng about these two particular sites -- is
smaller, with the spark zone that the propane tank
cones with, sonetines we're limted by what we can
put in for generators, but | do agree with you.

MR. HANNON: Thank you. | nean, like |
said, ny other questions were asked and answer ed,
so that's the path I took today. | have not hing
further.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Hannon.
|'"d like to turn nowto Ms. Quliuzza for continued
Cross-exam nati on.

MR SILVESTRI: Thank you.

At the
public hearing back in July one of the nenbers of
the public cane up and nade a statenment wth
regard to coverage, which is very key to what we
do to make sure that the coverage bei ng provided

by the cell tower is filling in gaps either for

capacity or for overall bandw dth, and he rel ated
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that the AT&T web site, a custoner can go in --
and, I'msorry, this is a question probably for

M. Lavin -- that a custoner, or a potenti al
custonmer, could go in and | ook for AT&T' s coverage
In particular areas, and that if you do that for
Kent, it shows that AT&T has conpl ete coverage for
t he whol e Town of Kent.

Much to ny surprise, | went on that web
site as a potential custoner, and it showed that
there was full coverage by AT&T for all users in
the Town of Kent. Can you help ne reconcile the
maps that were in our -- or in your subm ssion
with regard to coverage gaps and what's on AT&T' s
web site with regard to what custoners can expect
in the Town of Kent?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): Miinly there is a
rat her extensive | egal disclainer on those maps as
to --

MR. EDELSON:. \Which naps are you
referring to here?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): The maps on the
web site.

MR. EDELSON:  Okay.

THE W TNESS (Lavin): The coverage

finder explaining the difference, explaining how
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t hose were prepared and what conditions apply to
them They're not -- |'ve not personally prepared
them | don't have as nuch detail as | had with
the ones |'ve done nyself. That's the main
difference, they don't take into account different
coverage levels. They're prepared for marketing
pur poses. They are a courser, | believe,
resolution. As | said, there's a disclainer which
| don't have with ne about weather conditions,

out ages, any nunber of things that just go with --
have to be considered along with the coverage

fi nder maps.

MR. EDELSON. Well, that is alittle
di stressing because it does rai se concerns about
what AT&T is putting out there for its custoners.
But obviously, if you will, the ground truth from
what happened this [ ast week indicates that there
are coverage issues in the town.

While | have you there, | thought I
heard you say sonething and | just would |ike you
toclarify it with regard to -- the question was
really with regard to FirstNet and its dependence
on the cell system And you referred to anything
fromtall towers to small cells in rural areas

li ke Kent. Are you aware of any rural community
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simlar to Kent that has inplenented small cell
technol ogy as a way to neet their coverage needs?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): No. | think |
said, you know, snmall cells in the densest urban
areas to nountaintop towers in rural areas. |
don't know of any rural area that has inpl enented
small cells. They are just not appropriate for
the wi de area of coverage we need out there.

MR. EDELSON. Ckay. So none that
you' ve ever heard of that a community or that a
provider has said | wll do this and we could | ook
at what the results were. If we were to do
sonething like that in Kent and its rural
configuration, as far as you know, it would be the
first of its kind to use that technology in that
type of environnent?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Yes, because it
I s considered very nmuch i nappropriate for the
ar ea.

MR. EDELSON: All right. And | think
t he next question is not for you but it's -- well,
it's really nore of a comment to follow up on M.
Hannon, so | don't think I need a witness. But
for several hearings in arow !l was pretty

I nsi stent about noting the inconsistency that we
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have with regard to the coverage, the tine span
that generators will cover, and obviously
sonething like FirstNet is dependent on the
weakest link. And | think it just really shows
what happened this | ast week, the need for the
cell providers, wireless providers, to cone
t ogether and work not with us but wth the FCCto
create a standard because this idea that one tower
Is 48 hours, another tower is 72 hours, | think we
had as high as sonmething Iike 96 hours, this is
not the way to | ook at a system where each tower
has a different standard. And | think we needed
this nost recent event, this nost recent storm to
realize that we're piecenealing this together, and
we're not creating the strong network that we
really need here in Connecticut.

So with that, thank you very nuch,
M. Chai r man.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Edel son.
Just a note, too, for Council nenbers and parties
and intervenors. The town will be with us again
on Septenber 3rd. A lot of questions that we
m ght have about storm response, energency

response, what went down, what didn't went down, |

think we could hold off until 9/3 and get answers
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right fromthe town.

Moving forward, | have a couple
foll owup questions that actually go back to the
| ast tine we were together. Back at that tine,
and it mght have been M. Libertine, |'m not
sure, but there was discussion about possibly
pai nting or coloring the towers to make them
two-tone, and what | wote down is that you could
have a sky bl ue col or above.

The foll owup question | had on that
I s, does the sky blue color above include
appurtenances such as the antennae?

THE W TNESS (Libertine): This is MKke
Li bertine. It certainly can. There are several
t hat have been depl oyed, and sone do incl ude
painting to match the blue wth the antennas and
the racking. So yes, it can be done.

MR. SILVESTRI: Does painting interfere
wi th transm ssion of signals?

THE W TNESS (Li bertine): Not to ny
know edge, no, and |I'mlooking at M. Lavin for
sone acknow edgnent for that, but painting the
ant ennas does not inpact. No, it does not.

MR. SILVESTRI: Very good. Thank you.

time. And if this was answered in its entirety,

pl ease forgive ne for repeating it. |'mgoing
back to the terrain maps with the radi o frequency
anal ysis reports that were in attachnent 1 of the
application. And to ne it appears that the ground
| evel for Site Ais roughly 1,300 feet; is that
correct?

THE W TNESS (Libertine): Yes, it is.

MR SILVESTRI: And if | |ook at the
sane map, it seens to ne that for Site B the
ground level looks like it's roughly 1,345 feet.

THE W TNESS (Li bertine): That sounds
correct. Yes, it is.

MR SILVESTRI: Ckay. So again, wth
bot h of those being correct, the question | have
for you is can the height of the nonopole that's
proposed for Site B be reduced by 45 feet because
of ground | evel elevation and still provide the
needed cover age?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Martin Lavin,
C-Squared. No, it's unfortunately not that
sinple. It's a matter of the [and use around it.

More so it's alignnent with the rest of the

terrain. It isn't a sinple matter of elevation at
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t he base of the tower. Not all l|locations at 1,300
or 1,345 are created equal. |It's site by site
based on what all is around it, what the
Il medi ately adjoining terrain is and the further
terrain, alignment with the roads, and things of
that nature. Not all sites at the sanme el evation
In the sane town are created equal.

MR, SILVESTRI: |If you had a 45 foot
reduction at Site B, what do you think would

Interfere with getting, say, your signal out? I|'m
still confused on that.

THE WTNESS (Lavin): The terrain
surrounding it. It would be -- | think we

subm tted a 40 foot reduction, 110 feet AGQ, in
one of our filings, and the | osses were pretty
substantial fromwhat the site can do at 150.

MR. SILVESTRI: So the overall answer
IS no you could not reduce it by 45 feet because
of what you predict would be substantial |osses?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): Its position
anong all the terrain features is quite different
fromthe other site so --

THE W TNESS (Libertine): This is MKke

Li bertine. 1In sonme |ocations it would probably
have a dramatic inpact. 1In others | don't know if
it really would. In both |ocations we're on ridge

| ots, so we're above the trees. As | said, in
sone | ocations | think dropping 20 feet could get
It into the trees, but, again, you could nove |I'm
thinking primarily over the water where the views
are probably the nost dramatic above the treeline
as you nove southward onto south pond that it
probably woul d not make a substantial difference.
Again, in other areas, especially near views, |

think it probably woul d have sone inpact and

| essening in getting it dowm a little bit cl oser
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to the treeline. So again, unfortunately it's
really a |l ocation specific situation.

MR MORISSETTE: |Is it possible to
provi de sone photosense to give us a conparison
view, not the entire analysis but nmaybe fromthe
| ake view of the prom nent --

THE W TNESS (Li bertine): Sure. |If
this would be hel pful, we could go through and see
ones that are very prom nent and give you sel ect
shots fromboth reducing it by 20 feet or 19 feet
and see what that |ooks |like. W can certainly do
t hat .

MR MORISSETTE: | think that woul d be
hel pful .  Thank you.

M. Silvestri, do you think that woul d
be sonet hing we could ask?

MR SILVESTRI: I'll agree, yes,
because we are going to neet again on Septenber

THE WTNESS (Lavin): It's Martin Lavin
here. |1'mnot aware of any unit of that kind, no.
| don't know what the units are on the power

l[ines, so |l don't --

MR. HANNON. Ckay. | was just asking.
Thank you.

MR. SILVESTRI: Al set, M. Hannon?

MR, HANNON:  Yes.

MR SILVESTRI: Very good. Thank you.
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Any ot her follow ups from Council nenbers?

MR. SILVESTRI: Hearing none, |1'd like

to continue with cross-exam nation of the

applicants by the grouped intervenors and CEPA

MR Al NSWORTH:  Thank you, M.
Silvestri. 1'Il try to keep ny voice up so that
everyone can hear.
| have initial questions for M.

Stebbins, so I'll address themto him \Y g

St ebbins, are you a consultant directly for AT&T,

or do you work directly as an enpl oyee of AT&T?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): |'man
enpl oyee of AT&T.

MR. Al NSWORTH: Okay. So you don't
have a separate conpany that you forned that
consults to AT&T, or it's you are an enpl oyee?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): |'man
enpl oyee.

MR Al NSWORTH: Thank you. |Is there

any rule or regulation or law requiring that there
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be backup power to FirstNet?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | believe
there is a contract that has |language in it that
requires us to go beyond even best effort to put
t hese towers back online, but the specifics of
that | don't know.

MR. Al NSWORTH:  And FirstNet operates
on the 700 negahertz band; is that not true?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): That's
correct, it operates on band 14 and 700.

MR Al NSWORTH: And 700 negahertz
antennas can be installed on small cells; is that
not true?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): 1'd have to
defer to one of the technicians.

MR Al NSWORTH: Ckay. Then [|'11
perhaps refer to M. Lavin. M. Lavin, can a 700
megahertz antenna be installed on a small cell
I nstall ati on?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Martin Lavin,
Yes, it can.

MR Al NSWORTH:  And going back to M.
Stebbins -- and | wasn't aware that we would need

to swtch back and forth, so please bear with

nme -- the exanples that you gave in your testinony
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during the first session back in July, you gave
sone testinony regarding the lottery shooting and
t he Sandy Hook School shooting. Wre there power
failures during those events?

THE W TNESS (St ebbins): Not to ny
know edge. There were comuni cation fail ures.

MR. Al NSWORTH:  And can you think of
any active shooter or nmass nurder event which
occurred during a power failure?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): Not to ny
knowl edge.

MR, AINSWORTH: And are there any
school s covered by either proposed tower in this
docket to your know edge?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | would
I magi ne there is, but |I don't know that for
certain.

MR. Al NSWORTH: Okay. So you have not
studied the maps to determ ne whether there are

school s covered by the proposed towers in this

matter?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): That's
correct.

MR AINSWORTH:. So now ny questions
Wil turn to the AT&T technical team Thank you,
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M. Stebbins.

| noticed in the conclusion of M.
Lavin's report, originally dated Cctober 9, 2019,
basi cally where he describes the coverage, and he
says the AT&T site -- and this is with regard to
both, actually, Richards Road and Bald H Il --
wi Il provide a substantial portion of the coverage
being lost to the target area while maintaining
effective connectivity to the rest of AT&T' s
exi sting networKk.

And directing your attention to
attachnent 4 of attachnent 1 of the application,
which is basically the original coverage naps,

when you say "effective connectivity," that neans
hand-of fs for soneone traveling through the cell
to another cell, correct? And for reference, this
IS on page 11 of that attachnment, if that hel ps.

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Yes.

MR. Al NSWORTH: Ckay. So goi ng back to
my question is, when you say effective
connectivity to the rest of the network, you were
referring to people traveling through the cell
nmobile unit, correct?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Yes.

MR AINSWORTH: And on that attachnent
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nunber 4, page 11, there's a significant white
area in between the proposed facility and the
existing facility to the west; is there not?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): In attachment 4,
yes. W' ve subsequently submitted ot her nmaps of
t he outdoor coverage level to show greater, if not
perfect, connectivity.

MR. Al NSWORTH:  And to that point, when
you say "outdoor coverage," you're tal king about
m nus 108 dBm correct?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): That's correct.

MR Al NSWORTH: So when you nodeled in
t he suppl enental coverage nmaps, or at |east the
answers to interrogatories where you discussed the
potential coverage by small cells, you nodel ed
t hat at what |evel ?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): The outdoor
cover age”?

MR. Al NSWORTH: For the small cells.

If I recall, it was 93 dBm was it not?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): | believe it was
at that tinme, yes. That's to do appl es-to-apples
conparison with our previous subm ssions.

MR Al NSWORTH: Ckay. But when you

subm tted these additional coverage maps for the
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towers, you went down to the level of 108, m nus
108 dBn?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Yes.

MR. Al NSWORTH:  Way didn't you nodel
the small cells at mnus 108 dBm as wel | ?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): | believe we
submtted statistics. That was neg 108. |'mjust
trying to find the response containing the
conparison to the DAS. W submtted statistics.
We can supplenent with plots. Perhaps we --

MR. Al NSWORTH:  Ckay.

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Suppl enent al
coverage at neg 108 and submtted statistics at
neg 108 wth the DAS.

MR AINSWORTH: So the tables that you
submtted regarding the small cells were relating
to a mnus 108 dBm st andard?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): 83, 93 and m nus
108 were all recorded.

MR Al NSWORTH: Ckay. And was the
cal cul ati ons done for those tables done based on a
census track or census bl ock anal ysis?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): 1In the case of
t he census data, yes.

MR AINSWORTH: Did you undertake to
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actually do an actual count of where the hones and
busi nesses and roads m ght be with regard to the
proj ected coverage?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): There is road
coverage presented. W did not do an actual count
of residences. It wouldn't be an appl es-to-appl es
conpari son with the census data because a | ot of
t hose hones are part-tine occupancy, and | don't
know i f those people |live there year-round and
woul d have answered the census in this area or
they live sonewhere else and we'd be counting a
resi dence where there nmay be only seasonal
occupancy. W use the census data because
everyone can get to it. |It's digitally available
and can be divided up by covered and uncovered
areas. And anyone could redo that if they w shed.
It's publicly avail abl e dat a.

MR, AINSWORTH: Sure. And it woul dn't

matter to AT&T whet her soneone was seasonal or

full-time, they're still a custoner, correct?
THE WTNESS (Lavin): 1t's not
custoners we're looking at here. It's sinply

popul ati on. No one el se would be able to double
check ny work. Custoners, because no one el se has

any access, | don't have access to where the
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custoners are, and the fact that they aren't
necessarily at their residence all day |ong
either. The statistics are done on
publicly-avail able data, and the census covers the
whol e country. It's where people live and that's
t he one sort of universal piece of data everyone
can have --

MR Al NSWORTH:  Sur e.

THE WTNESS (Lavin): -- and | ook at
the conparison, if they wwsh, to ny statistics.

MR Al NSWORTH: Sure. And so you used
the publicly-available data in the census bl ocks,
but you did not go out and count hones that are on
the map underlying the coverage area projected?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): No.

MR. AINSWORTH: And | did use the term
custoners, and will clarify that they're all
potential custoners because, again, we don't know
who m ght actually sign up for AT&T or Verizon or
T- Mobil e, correct?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): That's correct.

MR Al NSWORTH: So when you count
popul ati on, counting houses, actual houses, would

tell you a nore accurate coverage of where

coverage coincides with a residence?
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THE W TNESS (Lavin): No. Again, the
census is the national, you know, once every ten
years count that's taken by the governnent.
Looki ng at aerial photos of areas, | don't
personal |y happen to be able to tell with conplete
accuracy which are houses, which are garages, or
for that matter which houses are seasonally
occupi ed and whi ch houses are occupi ed year-round.
Neither | nor as far as anyone el se has any way to
di scern that from an aerial photo.

MR Al NSWORTH: Al t hough, you'd have to
concede that where buildings are indicated it's
nore probable that a person m ght be | ocated as
opposed to just open space along the side of a
hill, for exanple?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): |I'mdealing with
hard census data here, not probabilities or
anything of that nature. |It's analysis that wll
get the sane answer no matter who's doing it, be
obj ective instead of allow ng subjective factors
to cone in.

MR AINSWORTH: It's not necessarily
subj ective to say that the presence of a buil ding
I ndi cates the presence of humans, isn't it?

M5. CHOCCHIG Sir, | believe we
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covered this. M. Lavin has answered the
guestion, several questions about the census data
he used and why he used it.

MR, SILVESTRI: [I'll agree, Attorney
Chi occhio. Attorney Ainsworth, did you have
sonet hing further that you mght want to add on
t hat one w thout necessarily going through the
repetition?

MR. AINSWORTH: | can nove on. Thank
you, sir.

MR, SILVESTRI: Al right. Thank you.

MR AINSWORTH: So getting back to the
design of the system snall cells can actually
have backup power on thent can they not?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): |If they are
deployed in a building top in an urban area,
certainly, but out here on a pole along the road,
no.

MR. Al NSWORTH:  So you couldn't put a
battery pack on a pol e?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): It would be a
brief battery backup, and | don't know, we're
getting into areas outside ny expertise about

who's allowed to put what on the poles and in the

right-of-way. So we can't just put anything we
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feel Iike on the poles, no.

MR AINSWORTH. So is it your
under st andi ng t hat backup power woul d be forbi dden
under the pole sharing agreenents with Eversource?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): | don't know the
pol e sharing agreenents with Eversource, but |'ve
never seen anyone be able to put backup power on
utility poles, no.

MR, Al NSWORTH: So you' ve never seen
backup power on a utility pole small cell, M.
Lavi n?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Not backup power
as in replacing comercial power. There could be
sone battery packs in sone small cells for sone
short duration, but in terns of providing public
saf ety communi cati ons under FirstNet, certainly,
It wouldn't be as -- particularly in the nost
recent blackout, there's no battery pack that's
going to get you through a five-day outage.

MR AINSWORTH: And with regard to the
cell tower, the cell towers that are proposed in
this proceeding are proposed to be connected to
fiber; is that true?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): | think so. [|'m

not entirely sure.
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MR AINSWORTH: But in any event, they
are connected to a hard line that goes into the
general tel ephone systenf

THE W TNESS (Lavin): They're probably
on fiber. They could be on mcrowave. |'m not
sure exactly howit's being done.

MR. Al NSWORTH: If the power goes out
for a -- or actually if the phone lines go out for
a cell tower, both the FirstNet and the cell tower
won't function as w rel ess conmuni cati on centers,
will they?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): If it's on fiber
and only fiber and the fiber is cut, then
communi cation is lost with the network.

MR Al NSWORTH: And you' re unaware of
whet her or not there's any m crowave backup for
this particular systenf

THE WTNESS (Lavin): | don't know if
there is or not, no.

MR. Al NSWORTH: My under standi ng from
the earlier testinony was that there was a
m crowave di sh proposed but it was for nunici pal
pur poses; am | understanding that correctly? And

this may have to be a question for one of the

ot her panel nenbers.
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M5. CHHOCCHIO M. Vergati can answer
t hat .

MR Al NSWORTH:  Thank you.

THE W TNESS (Vergati): Ray Vergati,
Homel and Tower s.

MR AINSWORTH. M. Vergati, | think
you nut ed yourself.

THE W TNESS (Vergati): Ray Vergati,
Honmel and Towers. |In response to your question
regarding m crowave, the Town of Kent is proposing
a 2 foot mcrowave dish for Site A, a 2 foot
m crowave dish for Site B. The Bald H Il Road
site, Site A, would be a backhaul to Mhawk Power
in Cornwal |, Connecticut. And the Richards Road
m crowave woul d be a backhaul to the Chaplin Road
site in New M| ford.

MR. Al NSWORTH:  And so when you say the
town is proposing that, is that al so serving
AT&T' s purposes or just for the town' s purposes
for the Litchfield county dispatch?

THE W TNESS (Vergati): It's ny
under st andi ng just serving the town's public
saf ety needs.

MR AINSWORTH: So followi ng up on the

testinony that M. Lavin was giving, and he said
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he wasn't certain if this particular proposal,
either Bald H Il or R chards Road, was backed up
by m crowave. Wat is your understandi ng of
whet her or not these two towers are backed up by
m crowave for AT&T?

THE W TNESS (Vergati): It's ny
under standi ng ri ght now t hat AT&T, as part of this
application, is only proposing nine panels and 18
radio renote heads, RRUs or RRHs. A m crowave
di sh can al ways be added after the fact.

MR. Al NSWORTH: But has there been --
Is the design currently proposed to the Council to
have a m crowave backup?

THE W TNESS (Vergati): Currently, no.

MR. AINSWORTH: And | think that's all
the questions | have for AT&T at this tine. Thank
you, Sir.

MR. SI LVESTRI: Thank you, Attorney
Ainsworth. |'d like to continue cross-exam nation
of the applicants by the Bald H Il Road Nei ghbors
and Attorney D Pentinma and Attorney Rybak, please.

MR Di PENTI MA:  Thank you,
M. Chairman. | presune that | think nmy questions

are going to be directed to M. Vergati.

M. Chairman, would | be able to screen share sone
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photos for ny cross-exam nation?

MR SILVESTRI: W normally don't do
that, sir, no.

MR SILVESTRI: But you could refer to
pages that they submtted in the application or
any supplenental material that they have.

MR. Di PENTIMA: Al right. Thank you,
M. Chairman. | appreciate that. | was hoping to
do that, but okay.

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | don't recall
t he nunbers off the top of ny head, but it's not
20 points consecutive; it's two different groups
of 10.

MR. ROSEMARK: So how nuch t ot al
bandwi dth is for the FirstNet under band 147

THE W TNESS (St ebbins): The dedi cat ed
bandw dt h under band 14 is 20 points of spectrum

MR ROSEMARK: Could you clarify what a
point is?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): Wll, a
spectrumis divided into 100 points, and in 700
there are two sections of that, two groups of 10
that are considered the oceanside traffic, in
ot her words, it's the best service that could
possi bly be given to this program

MR. ROSEMARK: R ght. And you're
getting that oceansi de netaphor from what cane out
of the Digital Transition Act of 2008 when the
spectrumwas first auctioned off; is that correct?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | don't know

exactly where it canme from | hear it
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consi stently throughout the -- talking about the
spectrumitself and how it was chosen.

MR. ROSEMARK: And what are sone of the
characteristics that it was chosen for?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbins): M
understanding is it has the best penetration into
buil dings, and it is a very clear and conci se
spectrumthat is heard rather well over their
exi sting equi pnent.

MR. ROSEMARK: Ckay. And if | were to
tell you that the | ower band, which sits in the
upper 700 negahertz, is 758 to 768 negahert z,
woul d you agree that that's the | ower part of the
band?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | wouldn't
have an opi nion on that.

MR. ROSEMARK: And if | told you the
correspondi ng upper band of that is 788 negahertz
to 798 negahertz, would you agree with that?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | have no
opi nion on that either.

MR ROSEMARK: And you indicate that
FirstNet is the only nationwi de wireless platform

dedicated to first responders in the public safety

community; is that correct?
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THE W TNESS (Stebbins): That's ny
under st andi ng.

MR ROSEMARK: But did you know t hat
Verizon Wreless has a first responder network
that has priority access as well as a separate
core network for first responders?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbins): | understand
that's what they adverti se.

MR. ROSEMARK: And if | told you that
according to the Congressional Research Service,
whi ch prepares research reports for nenbers and
commttees of Congress, and if | said to you that
under that report there was a di scussi on about how
much of the public safety is on the Verizon
network, would you be famliar with that at all?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbins): As to what

percentage it's on now for FirstNet?

MR. ROSEMARK: Correct -- no, on the
Veri zon networ K.

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | don't know
about the Verizon network. | wouldn't have any

I dea what their nunbers are.
MR. ROSEMARK: Would it surprise you if

| said that in that report that it was disclosed

that two-thirds of the public safety market is on
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the Verizon network?

M5. CHHOCCHI O Presiding Oficer
Silvestri, I'"'mobjecting to any questions with
respect to Verizon. They're not a party in this
proceedi ng or an intervenor.

MR, SILVESTRI: Yes. Attorney
Rosemark, it would be okay for ne if you rephrased
t hat and maybe ask the question as to what the
percentage m ght be on the FirstNet, but again,
not being Verizon here and no way we coul d answer
a Verizon question, | think we need to nove on
fromthat.

MR ROSEMARK: Sure, no problem Wuld
you know how nuch percentage of the public safety
network is on the FirstNet system out of the
entire public safety network?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | don't know
what that percentage is. W've been into this for
a fewyears, and it's going up all the tine.

MR ROSEMARK: And you nentioned that
the devices that are used on the FirstNet service,
are you famliar with the devices that are used?

THE W TNESS (St ebbins): | denoed

several of them and |'ve seen lists of them

which is quite lengthy, as to the type of phones
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that are capable of working on the system

MR ROSEMARK: And woul d you agree with
nme that those are rugged devi ces?

THE W TNESS ( St ebbi ns): They can be.
They are not all rugged devices. You can use
obvi ously | apt ops and not ebooks, et cetera.
Primarily, the first responders do buy the
ruggedi zed because of what they do.

MR. ROSEMARK: And is it true that the
power output on the public safety devices is
greater than the power output on the conmmerci al
devi ces that you or | or sonebody on this call
that is not a first responder would use?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): | wouldn't
comment on that. [|t's not ny area of expertise.

MR ROSEMARK: Well, you testified that
you were asked to inplenent FirstNet services, so
what part of the inplenentation is that that you
do?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): I'mprimry
the front person that goes out and neets with the
ener gency responders, police, fire, EMS, schools,
et cetera, hospitals.

MR, ROSEMARK: And when you talk to

them you don't base that on any technical
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experience; is that correct?

THE W TNESS (Stebbins): That's
correct.

MR. ROSEMARK: Thank you, col onel.

My next question would be for M.
Lavin. Good afternoon, sir.

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Good afternoon.

THE W TNESS (Lavin): There are racks
of batteries installed with the power generator.
When the commerci al power goes off, of course,
there's no warning and no way to get the generator
on i nstantaneously. The cell site runs off a DC

pl ant which always runs off batteries. They are

constantly recharged. Wen the commerci al power
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drops out, the batteries take over entirely.
After a short period the generator is started up.
And if the outage persists, the generator starts
to recharge the battery.

MR. ROSEMARK: Right. But if there is
no generator on site and you needed to bring a
generator on site, how would you do that?

THE WTNESS (Lavin): That's outside ny
area of expertise in terns of generator delivery.

MR. ROSEMARK: Ckay. No, | should have
clarified that. | apologize. So are you famliar
with an automatic transfer switch?

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Not ny area of
expertise, but yes, | am anyway.

MR. ROSEMARK: All right. Maybe this
m ght be a question for M. Vergati then. So
we'll hold that for the tine being, and then we'll
conme back.

THE W TNESS (Lavin): Those were the
two gaps, and we were already in touch with --
we' ve al ready di scussed the Warren site that those
two seened |ike the two next logical steps to
bring greater coverage to the area.

MR. ROSEMARK: But in the prior eight
years there's been no other search rings for this
area?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): It's all a
guestion of sequence. Wen did they |ook for
t hose properties? Had they already identified
this summt |ocation as the primary target and was
this just followon due diligence rather than part
of a search process that was instigated by AT&T
havi ng a search ring?

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. Moving on to point
nunber 5 in your prefile testinony on page 3.
Basically you state that the town energency
responders don't really need this site; is that
correct?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): That's correct.
The information that | have fromtalking wth
folks in the town is that there are no specific
plans to inprove radi o communi cations for their
two-way radi o systens with either of these
proposed towers.

MR MERCIER. Who did you talk to?
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THE W TNESS (Maxson): Well, | spoke
wth the selectman at one point and with a
representative of the volunteer fire departnent at
another point. | can get the nanes, but | don't
recall themoff the top of ny head.

MR. MERCIER. That's good. Thank you.
So they indicated to you the site is not really
needed, they're just going to | ocate on here in
the future, is that what you're stating?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yeah, |'m not
even sure that they are planning to |ocate in the
future. | was | ooking for sone engi neering
I nformati on about the | and nobile radi o coverage
In the area, the public safety two-way radio
coverage, and it was pretty clear to ne that the
folks that | was speaking with didn't have any
data that woul d suggest that they had devel oped a
plan for inproving radio comruni cations in Kent.

MR. MERCIER: So when you say
"Inmproving," is it currently deficient?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | don't know. |
have no dat a.

MR. MERCIER: All right. Thank you.
When did you speak with the sel ect man?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): A coupl e nonths
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ago. |I'mnot recalling exactly.

MR. MERCIER: Thank you. And |I'm
sorry, did you say you discussed this with the
Kent Vol unteer Fire Departnent as the other
representative? | forget what entity that was.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Yes, that was.

MR. MERCI ER:.  Thank you. Now, reading
t hrough your small cell hypothetical solution here
on your prefile testinony about the 7 nodes, were
t hose node | ocations sel ected on your diagram
that's attached, are those |ocations actually
utility pole locations? You have a nane |ike --

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): | apol ogi ze. |
just drew a blank. The |ocations were sel ected
al ong the road, and | did not go to the troubl e of
sel ecting pole locations, at |least for nost of the
sites, because they're on a road that has
primaries on top of the poles. So it would
require placing the pole across the road if the
primaries prevent themfromusing the top of a
pole on the wired side of the road.

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. So | understand,

t hese woul d be 7 new, brand new poles across from
el ectric poles that have primary wres?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Potentially.
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Recall this is a hypothetical that's based on --

MR. MERCIER: At the worst case, |
guess.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Yeah, that's the
wor st case. But there could be, and there are, a
nunber of poles along the roads that don't have
primaries that could be utilized for this purpose.
And this particular arrangenent is not a design.
This is a conceptual verification of what you can
do with a system

MR. MERCIER:  Understood. Just out of
curiosity, why did you select 50 feet rather than
say 60 or 407?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): 50 feet is the
magi ¢ nunber wth the Federal Comruni cations
Conmmi ssion. They have enabl ed w rel ess conpani es
toinstall small cells alnost wthout any materi al
regul ation up to 50 feet above ground.

MR. MERCIER: And that would be an
exi sting right-of-way, road right-of-way?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Right.

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. This cane up
earlier. Just out of curiosity for the small
cells, have you seen any battery packs nounted on

small cell units?
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THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes, | have.

And | would include with this the first version of
smal|l cells were distributed antenna systens, and
| have seen systens that have battery backup with
them vyes.

MR MERCIER: So would that be all --
say for this systemyou would anticipate battery
backups for all the nodes, or is it just |ike one
| arger battery that feeds the nodes? How woul d
t hat wor k?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yeah, the
general approach is to put battery backup at the
node, and sonetines even to put a generator |like a
fuel cell, a hydrogen fuel cell, as a power
backup. And since they consune relatively little
power conpared to a cell site, you don't need a
massi ve generator to back them up.

MR. MERCER  Where would the fuel cell
be | ocat ed?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): These things
cone in very conpact packages. |t could be
mounted right on the pole. The FCC allows up to
28 cubic feet of equipnent to be nounted on a pole
or beside the pole with a small cell.

MR. MERCI ER. When you say "beside the
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pol e," you nmean on the ground?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR- MERCIER: For the battery system we
just tal ked about earlier, not the fuel cell
Itself, but how big are these units typically in
your experience, these pole nounted batteries,

di nensi on w se?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): They m ght be
simlar to the dinensions of the el ectronics
t hensel ves. They m ght occupy several cubic feet
dependi ng on how |l ong they want the batteries to
| ast .

MR MERCIER. | was going to ask you
what's the maxi rumthat you've seen in your
experience, maximumrun tinme for a snmall battery?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): They tend to be
pretty small, and they typically target 4 to 8
hours dependi ng on the design. And that can give
themsufficient tine, if they have equi pped it
with a socket, to bring in one of those, you know,
portabl e Honda generators and power it up.

MR- MERCIER: For the battery systens
you' ve seen, what area of the state has them or
where have you seen that system where there's

batteries mounted to the small cell units?
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THE W TNESS (Maxson): M recollection
is the first that I saw, | think, was in
Al exandria, Virginia about a dozen years ago.

MR. MERCIER: Do you know of any in
this state?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | don't know of
any in Connecticut, no.

MR. MERCI ER: Have you seen any type of
smal | cell arrangenent that you hypothetically
designed utilized here in Connecticut for hilly
terrain such as Kent?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): | have not.

MR. MERCIER. Have you seen them |
guess, in the Berkshires for hilly terrain?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | haven't spent
really any tinme in the Berkshires to have seen any
but --

MR. MERCIER. Well, do you know of any,
| guess is the question, in Massachusetts, say, in
more nountai nous hilly terrain?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | don't know of
any, that's correct.

MR. MERCI ER: Have you ever designed

one of these systens yourself for any nountai nous

or hilly terrain that is actually utilized?
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THE W TNESS ( Maxson): | have not. |
do not design systens like this for wireless
conpanies. | design other kinds of wreless
conmuni cati on systens.

MR. MERCIER: | just have a quick
guestion on page 8 of your report. | think it
sai d conputer nodels account for the average
| npact of foliage on the 700 negahertz propagation
that you used. Am| reading that correctly?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR MERCIER: So what do you nean by
average i npact by foliage?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Well, the way,

I n geographic information systens there are |ayers
basically of data on the map, and one | ayer of
data is called the clutter layer. And dependi ng
on the resolution of that clutter |ayer, it
doesn't know where every tree and every shrub is,
and oftentines a clutter |ayer does not know
exactly where the buildings are, so it just
characterizes an area. |t mght be several acres
or it mght be a nuch | arger area dependi ng on the
dat abase for a particular characteristic. So when
we tal k about the average, what we're saying is

that for an area that's marked as deci duous wooded
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area in New England that it would be assigned a
particular factor for clutter attenuation. So
that's where that word average cones from

MR. MERCIER. Ckay. |s there a nmanual
input if the foliage is denser?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The whole role
of clutter layers is to estimte on the average
what the inpact on the signal is. So at this
| ocation at the end of soneone's driveway the
signal m ght be stronger than predicted, and at
the other end of the driveway it m ght not be
quite as strong as predicted, but on the average
the datapoints in that treed area would be wthin
the target of the design -- of the nodel.

MR. MERCI ER. Thank you.

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Thank you.

MR. MERCI ER: Just goi ng back to that
average, so the conputer nodel is averaging it for
you; is that correct?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): \What the
conputer nodel is doing is | ooking on a | ook-up
table as to what the standard |oss factor for that
type of clutter is. And the Tel ecommuni cati ons
| ndustry Associ ation has a technical service
bull etin, TSB-88, that has standard | oss factors
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for conventional clutter types.

MR. MERCIER: (Ckay. Understood. |
think | have a question now for the South
Spectacl e Lake Residents. | believe it's -- is it
Donnenf el d?

MR. Al NSWORTH: That woul d be Marl een
Donnenfel d, yes.

THE W TNESS (Donnenfeld): |I'm
unmuti ng. Ckay.

MR. MERCIER: In your prefile testinony
| just saw a sentence that says, W have attached
phot ographs of the balloon float test show ng the
di fference in viewshed inpact of the different
tower heights. Now, are you referring to
M. Powell's balloon fly, or is it sonething el se
t hat you have?

THE W TNESS (Donnenfeld): Onh, no,
that's M. Powel|'s.

MR MERCIER: Okay. | just wanted to
get a clarification of that. Thank you.

A qui ck question for M. Sippel of the
Spect acl e Ri dge Associ ati on.

THE W TNESS (Si ppel): Yes, sir.

MR MERCIER. | sawin the prefile that

said you were 22 property owners in Kent around
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Spectacle Lake. It didn't say which one. |Is
Spectacl e Ri dge south of South Spectacle Pond or
IS it enconpassi ng anot her area?

THE W TNESS (Sippel): Yes, it is South
Spect acl e Pond.

MR MERCIER. Ckay. So the ridge is on
the south side of the |ake?

THE W TNESS (Sippel): That's correct.

MR. MERCIER:. Ckay. Thank you. | just
wanted to get the | ocation down.

Thank you. | have no ot her questions
at this tine.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Mercier.

|"d I'ike to continue cross-exam nation
with M. Mrissette.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Thank you, M.
Silvestri.

Let's start with M. Powell and the
bal | oon floats in the pictures. M. Powell, how
Is the height of the balloons determ ned and how
did you adjust accordingly for the proper height?

THE W TNESS (Powell): So we adj usted
based on in one point the actual estinmted GPS

coordinates and in the other one just really by

ki nd of having sonebody stand -- so for Site A we
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did it based on kind of approxi mte GPS

coordi nates, but the other site we did it
basically just by having sonebody stand parall el
to the other site but not on the site because we
couldn't trespass and, you know, basically kind of
guesstimating. And then as far as kind of
measuring the height, we used a golf range finder
to shoot the bottom of the ball oon.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Okay. And | just
heard soneone testinony that there were different
bal | oon heights. |I|s that because of the two sites
that are being referred to, or was it both sites
havi ng the predeterm ned ball oon hei ghts?

THE W TNESS (Powel|l): There was j ust
one height at the two different sites.

MR. MORI SSETTE: So the golf range
actual ly kind of keyed that in for you?

THE W TNESS (Powel I ): Yes.

MR. MORISSETTE: Al right. Thank you.
That was hel pful.

My next questions are for Ms. Manes.

THE W TNESS ( Manes): Yes.

MR MORI SSETTE: Now, the Bald Hill

site, ny understanding is that it is not in the

Hori zonl i ne Conservation District: is that
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correct?

THE W TNESS (Manes): Are you asking ne
questions in the context of ny role with the Kent
Conservation Conmm ssion, because | believe I'm
schedul ed to appear for the Town of Kent on
Septenber 3rd. |'mappearing nowin ny role as
t he executive director of the Kent Land Trust.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Ckay. So this
question would be nore in |ine for when you
testify for the conservation district.

THE W TNESS (Manes): Thank you.

MR MORI SSETTE: Ckay, we'll put that
off till then. Thank you.

Ckay. If | could nove on to M. Maxson
relating to the small cell.

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Now, a small cell
requires a base tower to hand off to. In your
anal ysis did you assune a particul ar base tower or
not ?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): |'m havi ng
difficulty with the premse. Small cells, whether
they're distributed antenna systens or these new

cl oud radi o access nodes, don't require a cell

tower to hand off to. They operate independently.
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MR MORI SSETTE: Ckay. That's kind of
where |'mkind of trying to get to is how does
this small cell -- group of small cell units
comuni cate with the rest of the systenf

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The traditional
DAS, which is the early version of snmall cells,
they would put in dedicated fiber-optic cable on
the poles and bring it back to what was called a
base station hotel which acted |like the base
station at the base of a tower, and that was
appropriate for 3G technology. Wth 4G and 5G
t echnol ogi es the conmuni cati ons for naking the
cell sites work is nmuch flatter, much nore
efficient. So they can now bring in the sane kind
of a data service that you or I would bring into a
busi ness off the street fromfiber on the utility
i nfrastructure and hook it directly to the snall
cell onthe utility pole. So they would basically
subscribe to a private data service to get that
connection back to what's referred to as the cl oud
wi t hout having to go through a base station site
| ocal ly.

MR. MORI SSETTE: That's hel pful. Thank

you. So the 7 small cells, are they connected

toget her or are they communicating through the
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cell network?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): If it's built as
a distributed antenna system they would be
connected through dedi cated new fiber put on the
street back to a base station hotel at sone
| ocation in town. |If it's built as a cloud radio
access node network using 4G and 5G capabilities
that are available, it just connects, each one
woul d have its own service just as you and | have
our own internet service at our houses. They
woul d hire a business data service to connect to
each one of these on the poles.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Which two of those
woul d provide the greater coverage areas or would
t hey be the sane?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): \Which of those

two?

MR. MORI SSETTE: Yes.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The radio
propagation is functionally the sane. |It's just

how nuch power you decide to put out of your
antenna on top of your utility pole. They're just
different inplenentations of how t he networks

wor K.

MR MORI SSETTE: Ckay. Thank you.
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Whul d you agree that FirstNet is able to attach to
these small cells as well?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | woul d phrase
It differently. FirstNet is basically a system
that is part of the AT&T system AT&T has
nunmerous frequencies in the radi o spectrum across
the high and the | ow bands that we've tal ked about
in this hearing. And one of those bands is the
FirstNet band. So the small cells can be equi pped
to operate at the FirstNet band just as they can
be equi pped to operate in any of the other AT&T
bands that they choose.

MR MORI SSETTE: Thank you. Ckay, one
| ast question. Honeland is proposing the two
sites, but that doesn't necessarily nean that they
woul d propose -- they don't support the snall
cell. But who would develop that small cell
arrangenent wthin the Town of Kent, would it be
an i ndependent devel oper, how does that work?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Well, what |'ve
seen historically is that the distributed antenna
systens are neutral host systens. So they're
usually built by an investor |ike a tower conpany

but specializing in distributed antenna systens,

and they nmarket that systemto all of the
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carriers, and the carriers can pick and choose
whi ch | ocations they want to fire up for their own
network. The cloud radi o access node approach
generally tends to be proprietary in that when
AT&T proposes a string of nodes al ong a hi ghway at
another town, that's AT&T's proposition. They're
owni ng the equi pnent, they're owning the antenna,
and they're installing the data connection to it.

MR. MORI SSETTE: kay. That was very
hel pful as well. Those are all the questions |
have. Thank you very nuch.

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Thank you.

MR SILVESTRI: Thank you, M.
Mori ssette.

|"d Iike to nove on now for continued
cross-exam nation with M. Harder.

MR. HARDER: | have no questions at
this tinme. Thank you.

MR SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Harder.

Moving on to M. Hannon.

MR. HANNON:. Thank you, M. Silvestri.
Yeah, I'm-- in all honesty, I'ma little confused
with sone of the testinony that's been provided

here today in the sense that in | ooking at sone of

the information that cane in under |sotrope
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Wrel ess and sone of the other docunents, it
sounds as though going in with a small cell would
have been easy, you try to put it onto existing
utility poles. | learned a long tine ago you
don't call themtel ephone poles. You can tell ny
wife worked at a utility conpanies for 30
sonet hi ng years. But hearing that sone of these
pol es may not be associated with the utility
structure, |I'mcurious as to how you provi de power

to these units, or don't they require power to

run?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): This is David
Maxson. | don't know if | was directly asked that
guestion. |'d be happy to answer it.

MR. HANNON:. Anybody that can answer
it. That's what I'm | ooking for. Yeah, that
woul d be good. Thank you.

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yeah, yeah. So
whether it's an existing utility pole or a new
pole put in the public way through the usual
processes of placing new poles in a public way,
power is run to the utility pole, the new snall
cell, the sanme way you run power to a house. |It's

just that the electric neter is nounted on the

utility pole instead of on the side of the house.
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And the sane thing with tel ecommuni cations. The
tel ecommuni cations lines are run fromthe existing
poles, and if you have a new pole, you would run a
t el ecommuni cations |ine across to the new pole.

So it's just, it becones part of the utility pole
I nfrastructure along the street.

MR. HANNON: Ckay. Just having
recently driven through ny town |ike two days ago
to find out why -- or actually three days ago --
why ny power still wasn't on, and driving around
and seeing the top of a nunber of utility poles
t aken out by trees, what inpact does, say, taking
one of these small cell units out of the m ddl e of
t he systens, what inpact does that have on the
system as a whol e?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The inpact is
limted to the coverage area of that snmall cell
rather than the full coverage area of a tower
site. So in that sense, a distributed system of
small cells is in many ways nore resilient to an
outage than a cell tower would be.

MR. HANNON: Unless |ike a tree cones
down and takes out the power line that all of the
units are on because then there's al so no backup.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Well, as
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proposed, apparently there's no backup, but there
can be backup. And the other factor to that is,
as | think was discussed earlier today, is if a
tree does a massive job taking out lines or a
utility pole, it's likely taking out the
t el ecommuni cations lines as well, in which case
anyt hi ng that was connected through that point in
t he network has no connection to the outside world
until it's fixed.

MR, HANNON: You're tal king about
| andl i nes on that?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes, the
| andl i nes that would be run to a cell tower and
the landlines that would be run to each snall
cell, they're both dependent on the |andline

network to get back to the cloud.

MR. HANNON: |'mgoing to be | ooking at
you for an answer on this too because -- and
possibly -- I'"'mtrying to double check -- | think
It was also M. Powell. But there's a letter from

t he Weanti noge Heritage Land Trust, and on page 2,
the | ast paragraph, it states, Furthernore, there
I s a designed and engi neered alternative to the

proposed towers that will provide better coverage

for conparable cost. | didn't see anything in
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your docunent that tal ks about cost. | didn't see
anything in M. Powell's testinony that talks
about cost. Did you guys do that and | just

m ssed it?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | didn't.

MR HANNON:. M. Powell, did you have
any testinony that tal ked about cost of the snall
cell versus the regular tower?

THE W TNESS (Powel 1): Well, my
understanding fromtalking to the fol ks that do

this for aliving was that it's of conparable

cost. | think that's what | said in ny testinony.
MR. HANNON:  Ckay.
THE WTNESS (Powell): I'mjust trying
to find it.

MR. HANNON:. Because when you start
having to run electric lines to each one of the
I ndi vidual units, you have to install new pol es.
| mean, to ne that starts racking up the dollars.
So |"mjust curious as to how these costs are
conparable. I1'mjust having a hard tine kind
comng to grips wth that.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | can speak a

little bit to that. | have done work on utility

Infrastructure installing fiber-optic lines for
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private users of public utility poles and that
sort of thing. And the great deal with utility
poles is there's essentially no rent. You have to
pay sonething |ike $30 a year to have an
attachnent on a utility pole, 15 to 30, depending
on the tariffs, and that's your rent. And then
you have to pay for electricity. So you have a
neter, and that's, what, 30 bucks a nonth, plus
the cost of the electricity that you use which
you're going to use no matter how you provide your
coverage. And the sane thing with

t el ecommuni cations. So you have a service that's
got a drop going right to your small cell on the
utility pole that is simlar to the service that
you m ght drop to your business on Main Street,
and that has a certain nonthly cost. But all of
that nonthly cost is negligible in conparison to
the cost of paying rent at a cell site and

mai ntaining a cell site.

And the ot her aspect of cost is the
capital cost upfront. Uility poles cost usually
| ess than $2,000 and are not nuch nore cost than
that to install. So there again, it's really
short noney to put in 7 or 12, or whatever the

nunber is, of small cells conpared to the cost of
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devel oping a cell tower site.

MR. HANNON: Are these small cells
capabl e of being used by nultiple carriers?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR. HANNON: Ckay. And the | ast
guestion | have is also for you. |I'mjust trying
to get a clarification on this. |In your docunent
you state -- | don't have -- | think it's page 3
maybe. It's a Report on Analysis of Proposed Cell
Tower at Bald Hi Il Road, Kent, Connecticut. It's
Itemnunber 4. |'mjust trying to get a better
under st andi ng of your statenent on nunber 4 where
you said, The proposed tower at Bald HIIl is
excessively tall, as coverage fromthe 80 foot
above-ground height is not materially different
t han the 150 feet above ground. Wsat's your
definition of "not materially different"?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Well, | do show
that specifically at the end of the report show ng
the change in coverage with the different heights.
Basically by selecting the highest hill around,
the hill is the tower, and you don't need that
much height to get a commandi ng vi ew or conmmandi ng

coverage of the surrounding area. So when | say

It's not materially different, | think |I recall
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there was just a few houses that were just inside
t he coverage threshold at one height and were j ust
out si de the coverage threshold at anot her height,
and the places where nost signal is |lost by going
down in height is where the terrain kind of shaves
off, creates a shadow, and they're in areas that
don't have houses or a lot of human activity.

MR. HANNON: Ckay. Thank you. |
believe that does it for nme, M. Silvestri.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Hannon.

|"d like to continue now with M.
Quliuzza.

M5. GULIUZZA: | think | just have one
guestion for M. Maxson.

M. Maxson, did | understand you
correctly to testify that small cells can be used
by nore than one carrier at the sane tinme?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | did. From an
earlier explanation, there's sone detail to that.
And the one factor to consider is that when a
proprietary small cell put in by a single carrier
and owned by a single carrier -- and | apol ogi ze
for the train in the background -- the small cell
Is owmed by that carrier, and they nmay be

reluctant to share space on that antenna, but it
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can be done if they are required to share capacity
on the antenna.

M5. GULI UZZA: Ckay. But have you seen
it done?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | have not. The
only way that |'ve seen sharing so far is wth the
traditional distributed antenna system where a
neutral host nanages the antenna on behal f of all
the carriers who use it, and that can be the sane
nodel here as well.

M5. GULI UZZA: Ckay. But have you seen
It done anywhere other than -- not just in
Connecticut, have you seen it in a small cell
setting done in other jurisdictions?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Wth proprietary
smal|l cells that are owned by a w rel ess conpany,
| have not seen it, but with neutral host snall
cells, yes, definitely.

M5. GULI UZZA: Thank you. | have
nothing further, M. Silvestri.

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Thank you.

MR SILVESTRI: Thank you, M.

Qul i uzza.
|"d like to turn nowto M. Edelson to

conti nue cross-exam nati on.
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MR. EDELSON. My first question is for
M. Powell. [I'mnot sure if you said it, but the
size of the balloon that you flew, what was that?

THE W TNESS (Powel 1): | think it's
about 9 feet across.

MR. EDELSON:. That was the dianeter?

THE W TNESS (Powel | ): Yeah.

MR. EDELSON. Ckay. And you nentioned
t hat when we were -- you were bei ng asked about
the zoomon the particular picture fromthe | ake
that the zoom the zoom ng you did was you were
advi sed by your consultant. Wo was your
consul tant and what is their expertise?

THE W TNESS (Powel |): That was M.
Maxson.

MR. EDELSON:. Who he is a visual
engi neer, that was his expertise that you were
relying on?

THE W TNESS (Powel 1): | was just
relying on the fact that he's been involved in a
| ot of these.

MR. EDELSON. Ckay. So M. Maxson was
t he one who advi sed how to take that shot fromthe
| ake as well as the others, | assune?

THE W TNESS (Powell): Yes. Wll, as
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far as just on the zoom he just said, ook, if you
use this level of zoomit best approxinmates the
human eye.

MR, EDELSON. Very good.

THE W TNESS (Powel|l): To paraphrase.

MR, EDELSON. M. Maxson, just to
clarify, you nentioned as an exanple where snall
cell technology was used is Al exandria, Virginia.
It's an area | know pretty well. That's basically
a flat urban area along the Potomac that has
nothing that | would say was conparable to what we
see in Kent. Wuld you characterize it simlarly?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): That's a fair
statenent. The question was about batteries, not
about coverage.

MR EDELSON. Okay. So let ne just
turn quickly then to Ms. Manes fromthe Kent Land
Trust. |In your statenent you do refer to small
cell technology. And I'mnot |ooking to you to be
an expert on snmall cell technol ogy.

THE W TNESS (Manes): That's good.

MR EDELSON. But when you nade t hat
statenent that there is an alternative, what
I nfformati on were you provi ded about ot her

communities, other towns, |ocations that have
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successfully used small cell technol ogy that woul d
be applicable to Kent?

THE W TNESS (Manes): You know, | need
to be directed to ny exact statenent, but any
statenent that | nade woul d have been based on ny
experience only with the present matter.

MR. EDELSON:. Ckay. Because you did
say that small cell technol ogy was avail abl e.

THE W TNESS (Manes): On the basis of
what |'ve been told by the nei ghbors associ ati ons.

MR. EDELSON: Ckay. So it cane from
if you wll, word of nouth, not from-- did
anyone provi de an exanple of a particular area, do
you renenber anybody nentioning either sonething
In the northeast or the United States or maybe

sonewher e el se?

THE W TNESS (Manes): | think |
answer ed that question already.
MR, EDELSON: Okay. | was just trying

toclarify. As |I'msure you can hear, there's
sone skepticism about whether a snmall cell

t echnol ogy could work in an environnent |ike Kent.
|f you were told that it would not be applicabl e,

woul d you change your view about the trade-offs

bet ween the safety of your community versus the
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ridge or the viewshed that's being inpacted?

THE W TNESS (Manes): Absolutely not.

MR. EDELSON. So whet her or not snall
cell technology is available is really not
rel evant to your concern about this particular
site?

THE W TNESS (Manes): No, it isn't.

MR. EDELSON:. Ckay. Very good. Back
to M. Powell. You referred to Docket 355. The
date of that was 2008. Are you aware of sone of
the changes in the public need, public utilization
of cellular technol ogy since then?

THE WTNESS (Powel[): Only fromny own
per sonal experience.

MR EDELSON. Ckay. | nean, in reading
t he docket prepared by the applicant, it goes
through quite a litany of the legislation that has
been passed since 2008, tal king about the
| nportance and public benefit of having a robust
wreless network. D d you famliarize yourself
with that in thinking about when you referred to
Docket 3557

THE W TNESS (Powell): No, | didn't go
and read all of that, no.

MR EDELSON. Okay. Very good. And so
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just to -- this mght be repeating, but | think
it's really inportant. M. Powell, are you aware
of any other comunity with a sim/lar topography
to Kent that is utilizing small cell technol ogy?

THE W TNESS (Powel 1): No.

MR. EDELSON: And then I'll ask a
simlar question to M. Mxson. Are you aware of
any community, area simlar to the topography of
Kent that is currently using the small cell
t echnol ogy?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): It cones cl ose,
not quite as rugged but still wooded and hilly is
Chi | mar k, Massachusetts.

MR EDELSON. Can you say that nane
agai n?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Chil mark,
Massachusetts.

MR. EDELSON: And that's the nane of
t he t own?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR EDELSON. Gkay. And have you
desi gned or were you involved in the design of
that particular installation?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | was invol ved

I n the devel opnent of zoning regul ations that
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ended up encouraging that particular installation.
| was not involved in its design.

MR EDELSON. And can you give us an
approxi mate date when that was installed?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | would estinate
about a decade ago.

MR. EDELSON: And since then that's the
only one?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The only one
that is in this region that | know of that has
simlar characteristics to what you descri bed,
yes.

MR. EDELSON. Well, | think we've seen
several applications, at |east |I'm aware of
several applications, where people said, people
who are opposed to a particular tower said small
cell technology, and yet | haven't seen any one of
t hem being able to nove forward with the
technology. So that's the concern for ne for the
peopl e of Kent where we want to make sure they get
the public benefit of having wireless wth the
m ni mum envi ronnental inpact, we want to nmake sure
that they have a solution that is robust and worKks

properly. But | would think, if | were you, |

woul d see if you could put together sone
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I nfformati on before Septenber 3rd about what the
Chi | mar k experience has been because | think

having a real-life systemw th real experience

with this technol ogy versus hypot hetical woul d be

very hel pful to the conm ssi oners.

And with that, M. Chairman, 1'll yield

back.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Edel son.

| have sone foll ow up questions that

m ght be kind of spotty, so forgive ne if | bounce

around. | wanted to go back, first of all, to the

bal | oon issue. And | believe it was M. Powel l
comment ed about using the golf range. Was the
gol f range used for the height of the balloon
nmeasur enent ?

THE W TNESS (Powel | ): Yes.

MR. SILVESTRI: Al so, okay. Thank you.
And M. Maxson, | think the rest of the questions
| have m ght be related to you. |f | understand

correctly fromyour responses to the other Council

menbers, is it true that you do not need to

suppl ement small cells with a cell tower?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | think that's a

true statenent. It varies with the application.

Certainly when they're using snall cells to
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I ncrease capacity and they're using the higher
bands with | ess coverage to provide increased
capacity, for instance, in front of a shopping
center, there you need that unbrella of macro
coverage. But from an engi neering standpoint, i
you can provide the coverage to the target area
froma series of small cells, they will hand off
just fine fromone to the next as you nove down
the road through the network w thout having a

macr ocel | .

MR SILVESTRI: So when you say "hand

off," the snall cells would communi cate with each

ot her ?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The snall cell
communi cate with the network operating center
where the -- just |ike the base stations do.
They're all in contact wwth a swtching system
t hat decides which cell is best at this nonent f
each subscriber on the network.

MR SILVESTRI: And that woul d be
t hrough the fiber cable that you had nentioned
bef ore?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR. SILVESTRI : Ckay, |'mgetting

there. Thank you. You also nentioned sonething

f

S

or
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about a cloud or a cloud radi o?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR SILVESTRI: Could you descri be
either or both of those?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Sure. The cl oud
Is the geeky termthat refers to all this
networ ki ng that's now bei ng done through servers
at renote |ocations rather than at sonebody's
office. The ability to use Dropbox or Google
Docunents, those are cl oud-based applications
because they're sonewhere el se and you can access
them from wherever you are.

So the way 4G and 5G t echnol ogi es work
Is they don't need to go straight to a base
station. They can go on a private network
connection back to the carrier's servers, and the
servers nmake the decision that the base station
used to nmake about to what | ocation the
subscriber's call should be handed off to.

MR. SILVESTRI: Wuld the comuni cati on
aspect be done by W-Fi, or it would be still done
t hrough the fiber cable or both?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): W-Fi has like

zero to do with this. Wen you and | have W-Fi

at home, we plug our W-Fi into an internet
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connection. Wen | have a busi ness application at
my office, | hire a nore robust network
connection. If | have an office and another
office 30, 40, 50 mles or 1,000 mles away, |
mght hire a private, not internet, but a private
net wor k connection to connect all of ny offices.
This is functionally what each small cell is
doing. It's talking back to that central server
and handing off, as it's told, or picking up
calls. So it's that connection through the fi ber
backbone on the public streets back to sone renote
server that does that. And think of the phone as
being to the small cell what our W-Fi at hone is
to our W-Fi access point at hone.

MR SILVESTRI: Ckay. Thank you.
Thank you for the clarification. As far as
service goes with the small cells, they could
provi de service by line of sight; is that correct?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Line of sight is
a radi o concept that's applicable nore and nore as
you go up in frequency up in the spectrumuntil
you get to visible light which is ideally line of
sight. So at the high frequencies it's nore |ine

of sight. Radiowaves still reflect and refract

and bounce around, but they are nore affected by
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many ki nds of obstacl es.

At the 700 negahertz frequencies we're
now getting into the part of the spectrum where
| ine of sight is not dom nant, that the behavior
of the radi owaves, because their wavel engths are
| onger, they tend to bend over obstacles better,
they tend to penetrate foliage better to the point
that there's a Conmuni cati on Research Center
report from 2011 when 700 negahertz w rel ess was
first being considered that identified the fact
that in hilly wooded terrain you'd have an 18
deci bel advantage at 700 negahertz conpared to
about 2 gigahertz. So that ability to penetrate
foliage and diffract over gentle hills and that
sort of thing is significantly inproved at 700
nmegahert z.

MR. SILVESTRI: And the cells would be
omi - di rectional ?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Most |ikely.
There are cells where there's enough capacity
demand that they mght split it and have half the
antenna operating as one sector and half the
antenna operating as another sector, but in this

Kent area | don't see that that would be

necessary. It would be omi-directional.
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MR SILVESTRI: I n your hypothetical it
woul d be ommi -directional ?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes, yes.

MR SILVESTRI: Ckay. You had al so
nmentioned the possibility of having fuel cells for
backup. |Is there natural gas in this area of
Kent ?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): |'mnot getting
a connection between the two parts of the
gquestion, but | don't knowif there's natural gas
In this area of Kent.

MR SILVESTRI: Well, the key there,
you have to have sone type of hydrogen source for
fuel cells. Normally natural gas is the nost
common that's used, which is why | posed t hat
guestion. Sonehow you've got to get the fuel cell
activat ed.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Yes. |If you're
tal ki ng about a continuous power generation source
and you have natural gas to connect to, that's
Ideal. At the cell tower they apparently don't
have natural gas, so they're proposing propane in
tanks. A fuel cell of the kind of conpact size

we're tal king about nounted on a utility pole or

by a utility pole would only require a small
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canni ster of hydrogen to be there.

MR SILVESTRI: Ckay. So if | put it
all together, | have potential electricity,
potential hydrogen, and maybe sone ot her things
all in the sane area. |In your opinion, is it
saf e?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Sure. |If you
t hi nk of anything that has fuel, the propane tank
I n your backyard barbecue, yes, you have to do
certain things to nake sure that it's not
m shandl ed, that it's nmaintained, and to mnimze
exposure to inordinate risk.

MR SILVESTRI: Ckay. So |ast question
for you. |In your opinion, what's the rel uctance
toinstalling small cells?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | think
there's a -- thank you for that. It's a conplex
situation in the wreless industry. Cbviously,
there's reluctance to adopt approaches that are
not the current way of doing things. There's also
this situation where wirel ess conpani es defer sone
of their capital expense in devel oping new sites
onto devel opers |ike Honeland Towers. So there's

sort of a business nodel and a preference for

doi ng things the way that has worked.
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My point is that if you do the
engi neering, you can solve the coverage problemin
this part of Kent by not using a cell tower, but
it's not sonething the carriers will do until it's
basi cally forced upon them because they prefer
t hi s ot her approach.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you for your
coments. | don't have any further questions, but
| do want to go back to our Council nenbers and
staff just to make sure they didn't have any
followups. So I'lIl ask M. Mercier and then our
Council nmenbers if there's any other follow up
guesti ons.

MR. MERCI ER: Thank you. This is
M. Mercier. | have a question regarding the
hypot heti cal DAS system you desi gned or was put on
paper, that is. Now, you said that in order for
another carrier to utilize this hypothetical DAS
system they would have to use AT&T' s proprietary
antenna if AT&T was the initial carrier; is that
correct?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes and no.

Yes. If it's a distributed antenna system a

W rel ess conpany that, if it were to build a

di stri buted antenna system has an economc
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I ncentive to be a neutral host provider of that
system The difference is that with these new

cl oud connected small cells, the carriers don't
have to rely on the infrastructure of a fi ber
backbone at a base station hotel. They can just
install their equipnent, install the fiber
connection, install the power connection and wal k
away. So they don't have an incentive to share
antenna ports on that antenna unl ess soneone
forces themto do so.

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. So in your
hypot heti cal what are you desi gni ng here?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Well, what |
desi gned was coverage. |t could be a distributed
antenna system or a cloud access node networKk.
VWhat | was attenpting to denonstrate is that using
currently adopted standards for propagation
nodel i ng and using the kinds of power |evels that
we expect fromthese utility pole nounted nodes
that we can get sone pretty good 700 negahertz
coverage in the area.

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. And the other
item You nentioned Chil mark, Massachusetts,
whi ch you said has -- what's it have, a DAS
syst enf?
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THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR MERCIER: Okay. And Chil mark,
that's on Martha's Vi neyard?

THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes.

MR. MERCIER: The west end of Martha's
Vi neyar d?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | have to get ny
west and ny east. Yes.

MR MERCIER. So |'mjust curious how
that terrain would be simlar to the Kent terrain
which, if you | ook at the topographic maps, it has
nount ai nous terrain. How does that conpare to
Chilmark's terrain?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Well, if you're
famliar, the next town after Chilmark is
Aqui nnah, and there is a bluff there that's, |
don't know, 100 feet high or whatever. That end
of the island is hilly. So in that respect | was
just trying to think of sonething off the top of
my head that was a hilly | ocation where
distributing a nunber of utility pole nounted
ant ennas addressed a coverage concern.

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. But you know none

that are simlar in terrain to Kent which i s

nmount ai nous. Wuld you agree it's nountai nous?
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THE W TNESS ( Maxson): Yes, | would say
that the terrain roughness factor for Kent is much
hi gher than it is for Chilmark, so it's not
i dentical, that's correct.

MR. MERCIER: Ckay. Thank you. No
ot her questi ons.

MR. SILVESTRI: Thank you, M. Mercier.

M. Morissette, do you have any
fol | ow ups?

MR MORI SSETTE: Yes, just one
followup for M. Maxson. D d you see the
responses fromthe applicant relating to coverages
at, | think it was 25 feet and 50 feet? There was
quite a discrepancy, particularly at 50 feet, for
your analysis at 50 feet. Do you have any
coments on that?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): Yes. Thank you.
| don't know what inputs the AT&T consultants used
to generate their coverage nodels. They do | abel
the maps as being at 700 negahertz. But based on
my experience and on the standards that |I'm
famliar with regarding 700 negahertz propagati on
in this kind of environnment, that what | saw for

their small cell coverage was unrealistic. It was

nore to ny eye |like coverage that you m ght get at
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2,100 negahertz, nuch hi gher frequencies, where
the foliage just soaks up the signals and they die
off very quickly. But if you take that 18 dB t hat
| mentioned earlier and add it to the signal
strengths that they show on that map, you'll find
that their map is nore in line wwth ny map than it
Is using the factors that they used to produce the
| mages they produced.

MR. MORI SSETTE: Very good. Thank you.

THE W TNESS (Maxson): | don't recall.
My recol |l ection was that AT&T was the carrier, or
one of the carriers, but at this point | don't
know.

MR EDELSON. Okay. W talked a little
bit about power backup which has been very
I nportant to many of us with the towers, but
anot her aspect is physical security so every one
of the facilities has physical security around it
with fencing. How would you handl e the issue of
security of the cellular, the small cells
t hensel ves, woul d you be recommendi ng that 8 foot
fences be put around every one of the utility
pol es or other ways to secure the hardware on the
pol es?

THE W TNESS (Maxson): The utility
i nfrastructure in the world, in the United States,
I n Connecticut is pretty secure. Wen equi pnent
now used by a tel ephone conpany and the cabl e
conpany, not to nention the electric conpany, is
mounted on those utility poles, it's secure, and
that's because
